EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 
J e execu tive department has been extensively reorganized. This is the most significant change in the article. 
The governor is given the power to a.ssign each of some existing seventy boards and bu reau s to that division of the 
execu tive department to which its work is germane. This will simplify administration, and eliminate du plication 
of effort, thu s facilitating the work of the department and redu cing the cost of administration. 


A merit system will be requ ired in the state hospitals and penal institu tions. 


The regu lations and ru les of all boards, bu reau s, and administrative agencies mu st be filed with the seoreteoy of 
state ten days before they become effective. 


Revenu e. Provision is made for a department of revenu e "which will inclu de a division of collection and a division 
of bu dget and control. All state taxes, licenses and fees will be collected by the division of collection, except 
those collected by local officials. At present state taxes, licenses and fees are collected by ten state agencies. 
A saving of abou t one million dollars a year is expected to resu lt from the concentration of the tax collecting 
fu nction in a single department. The du plication of work inherent in the present system will be eliminated. The 
new method will make possible a complete report on state revenu e by a single agency. 


No essential change has been made in the bu dget system, bu t the du ties of comptroller have been added to those of 
the bu dget director. Under the direction of the governor, the comptroller will su pervise all expenditu res and 
examine all claims and accou nts before certifying them to the state au ditor for payment. By this means, payments 
by the state mu st first be approved by two departments instead of one. 


The fiscal year for all departments of the state has been changed to begin on Ju ly 1 and extend to and inclu de 
Ju ne 30 of the next calendar year. This change will make it u nnecessary for the general assembly, os at present, 
to enact appropriation laws, first for a six months period, and then for the remainder of the bienniu m. It also 
harmonizes the state fiscal year with those of the pu blic schools and the federal government. The cost of 
accou nting and rep>orting will thu s be materially redu ced. 


Highways. We have provided that all state revenu e derived from highway u sers mu st be devoted to the 
constru ction and maintenance of an adequ ate system of connected state highways, and to the payment of 
ou tstanding highway bonds. 


We have also provided for the constru ction and maiiitenance of su pplementary roads throu gh state parks and 
other pu blicly owned areas; for parkways, travelways, and tou rways; for highways requ ired as a condition to the 
receipt of federal fu nds; for highways throu gh cities and towns where they are necessary as a continu ation of 
state or federal highways; and for additional state highways, bridges and tu nnels ou tside of cities having a 
popu lation in excess of 150,000. 


We have also provided for the allotment of highway fu nds for the constru ction and acqu isition of su pplementary 
highways among the cou nties in the following manner: One-fou rth on the basis of area, one-fou rth on the basis 
of popu lation and two-fou rths to be allocated in the discretion of the commission. The area and popu lation of 
cities having more than 150,000 inhabitants is not considered in determining the allotment. The new method of 
allotting fu nds will resu lt in earlier completion of farm to market roads. 
Su pplementary highways are to be 
selected by agreement of the commission and local officials. 


The highway commission will have power to locate, relocate, design and maintain and, u nder specified legislative 
control, to constru ct, reconstru ct and limit access on all state highways. These changes will permit the state to 
share fu lly in post-war highway planning and constru ction and take care of fu tu re highway needs. 


Agricu ltu re. The department of agricu ltu re has been given constitu tional recognition. We have added a new 
section encou raging forestry. 


Pu blic Health and Welfare. Pu blic health and welfare are now of primary importance. The new Constitu tion 
provides that the general assembly shall establish a depariment which will have su pervision over the variou s 
state agencies dealing with these vital su bjects, and u nify the work of the state government in these fields. 


A new section classifies the indu strial schools for girls and the training school for boys as edu cational rather than 
penal institu tions. A bipartisan board, with instru ctors and other employees appointed u nder the merit system, 
will direct their operation. 


Conservation. The conservation commi.ssion, as voted by the people, has been retained, with minor changes in 
langu age.
